HIGH AIRMAN SAYS 
REDS CAN’T BUILD 
‘FLYING SAUCERS’

WASHINGTON, co 4— The 
“flying saucer” scare was fur- 
ther deflated last night when Maj. 
Gen. Roger Ramey, operations 
chief of the Air Force, said he 
was convinced that Russia cannot 
produce a material object capable 
of the limitless speed attributed 
to the “saucers.” 

Gen. Ramey was not entirely 
satisfied with the scientific theo- 
ries cited in recent weeks to show 
that the “saucers” were really 
mirages picked up on the radar 
screen during certain atmos- 
pheric conditions. None of the 
theories held all the answers, he 
said. Thus the investigation into 
the phenomena would continue 
with chief reliance placed on 
telescopic cameras that -would 
photograph most of the hemi- 
sphere, 

Interviewed on a_ television 
show, Gen. Ramey said he did 
not rule out the possibility that 
the objects were interplanetary 
visitors, but he was exceedingly 
skeptical. 

As for the Russian bogey—“Rus- 
sia ‘has no ability to produce an 
object ‘that can make such fan- 
tastic power that its speed can’t 
be tracked by radar,” he said. 
About 1500 reports of mysterious 
flying objects had been received 
since “saucers” first became pop- 
ular in 1947, and about 20 per 
cent of these reports remained 
unexplained, he said.

ALBANY, Aug. 4 (UP) — Gov.

Dewey did not name Peakes in 
his order to the council but said 
his action stemmed from “a re- 
cently publicized murder commit- 
ted by a former patient of a fea- 
eral hospital.” 

The Governor alluded to the 
castigating statement by General 
Sessions Judge Saul S. Streit, be- | 
fore whom Peakes was arraigned 
on July 29. Judge Streit charged 
that “thousands” of lunatics were 
roaming the streets, a threat to 
public safety, after being dis- 
charged from mental institutions, 
and called on the Veterans Ad- 
ministration and all states to 
change their “wholly inadequate” 
release regulations.

FRESNO, Calif., Aug. 4 (AP)~ 
An air defense official said yes- 
terday that Russia’s air force is 
deployed and ready to strike the 
United States “right this minute” 
if its leaders give the word.

Making it clear he felt his par- 
ty’s platform. should mean the 
same thing throughout the coun- 
try, the mocratic presidential 
candidate told a press conference: 

“I have no intention of making 
sectional appeals in the South or 
anywhere else.” 

Doubts Difference Is Basic. 

“I don’t believe people are very 
much different basically, nor are 
their wants basically different, I 
have had heartening evidence of 
ig from people in the 


Emphasizing his point, he re- 
called that he has appointments 
to talk with Senator Richard Rus- 
sell of Georgia later this week 
and also with Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver of Tennessee after the 
Thursday primary in that state. 

Asked about his position on the 
tidelands controversy, Stevenson 
indicated he had taken no. final 
stand, but did say he would “‘de- 
plore any piecemeal transfer by 
the Federal Government of any 
public lands, including also graz- 
ing lands, national forests and 
national parks.” 


As for the tidelands, he said 
he understood the United States 
Supreme Court had ruled that the 
Government had a primary. in- 
terest in them, but that it was 
not clear to him exactly where 
the title lay. 

Stevenson denied that' he was 

a “captive” candidate of the liber- 
al Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion, as some Republicans have 
charged, He said: “I have been 
my own master so far and J will 
continue to be.” 
The question of ADA’s influ- 
ence in the Stevenson campaign 
came up after he appointed Wil- 
son W, Wyatt, former Mayor of) 
Louisville and former federal 
housing expediter, as his cam- 
paign manager. Wyatt is a former 
chairman of ADA. The issue was 
sharpened today when Stevenson 
announced that Prof. Arthur M. 
Schlesinger of Harvard Univer- 
sity, another member-of ADA. al- 
so would aid in his campaign. 

Stevenson also made_ these 

points: 
Letters and telegrams have con- 
vinced him that the people want 
“a refreshening” of the. Federal 
Government but not a “sharp al- 
teration of the policies which 
have meant prosperity for the 
last two decades.” 

Favors Spending Agreement. 

He thinks it would be a good 
idea if he and his Republican op- 
ponent, Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, could agree on fixing a 
limit on the amount of money to 
be spent in the campaign. He is 
opposed. to “loans by individuals 
or companies to finance his cam- 
paign unless they are bona-fide 
loans and not just a means of 
writing off taxes.” 

Gov. Stevenson was “appalled” 
on learning the amount of money 
needed for television and other 
|campaign activities. He “fears” 
the Democrats will not be able 
“to match the Republicans dollar 
for dollar.” 

He believes it would be “very 
dangerous to limit debate in a 
democracy” and therefore he is 
not certain the Senate should 
change its cloture rules as a 
measure to defeat filibusters. 

He thinks that the Democratic 
plank on civil rights, which the 
Southerners do not like, is a 
“good one.” 

The names of 12 or 14 men, 
including the incumbent Frank E. 
McKinney, are. under considera- 
tion for Democratic national 
chairman. Another being con- 
sidered is former Congressman 
Walter Lynch of New York, de- 
feated for Governor by Republi- 
can Thomas E. Dewey in 1050. 

Liaison Group Planned. 

The Democrats probably will 
set up an “advisory committee” 
on the conduct of the campaign 
which will serve as a liaison 


National Committee and Steven- 
son’s own campaign headquarters. 

He will not oppose Democrats 
who differ with him on_ policies 
but he will not make them part 
of his campaign.

SEOUL, Aug. 4 (AP)—United 
Nations fighter-bombers struck 
in two massive waves today at a 
key North Korean military sade 
quarters near the Red capital of 
Pyongyang and left it a flaming 
wreckage. 

Air Force and Marine war- 
planes hit the headquarters north- 
east of Pyongyang with more than 
275 sorties. The first wave struck 
at noon and the second in the 
afternoon. 

The Air. Force said United 
States Sabre jet pilots intercept- 
ed elements of 63 Russian-made 
MIG-15 jet fighters and destroyed 
one Red fighter and damaged an- 
other. 

Today's claims, together with 
belated credit for a jet shot down 
Friday, brought the total of MIGs 

claimed to have been destroyed 
or damaged by the Far East Air 
Force planes to 1002. 

Flaming Gasoline Dropped. 

The Air Force said the first 
wave of fighter-bombers dropped 
3500 gallons of flaming gasoline 
and 185 tons of high explosives 
on the headquarters area. Pilots 
then sprayed the area with 15,000

At one period, about 
9:30 p.m., all but one of the 
police cars operating out of the 
Page Boulevard, Lucas Avenue, 
Deer Street, Penrose Avenue and 
Ruskin Avenue districts were on 
storm calls.

NEW U.S. LINER 
ARRIVES FAR AHEAD 
OF THE ELIZABETH 


NEW YORK, Aug. 4 (AP)— 
America’s blue ribbon liner, the 
United States, sailed into New 
York harbor today about 11 hours 
ahead of the Queen Elizabeth's 
scheduled arrival. There was no 
indication that the ‘ships had 


raced in their first simultaneous 
crossing. 

The new American liner had 
overtaken the pride of Britain's 
merchant fleet last Thursday 
morning off Bishop’s Rock at the 
southern tip of England. Earlier 
that day the two vessels had 
sailed within. minutes of each 
other from Fratice—the Queen 
Elizabeth from Cherbourg and the 
United States from Havre. 

The United States passed Am- 
brose Light outside New York 
harbor at 1:55 a.m:, St. Louis 
time, today. A Cunard. spokes- 
man said the Queen Elizabeth 
was expected to pass Ambrose 
Light at about 1 p.m., St. Louis 
time. Bishop’s Rock and Ambrose 
Light are considered the markers 
for trans-Atlantic records. 

The United States set records 
for crossings in both directions 
on its maiden voyage last month. 


U.S, STARTS FISCAL 
YEAR BY GOING INTO 
RED $3,426,000,000 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP)— 
The Government went $3,426,000,- 
000 into the red in July, first 
month of the 1953 fiscal year. 
That was more than 50 per cent 
above the deficit for the opening 
month of fiscal 1952. A year ago, 
the Government overspent its in- 
come in the first month by $2,- 
168,000,000. 

Main cause for the big deficit 
in July this year was a jump in 
outlays to $6,742,000,000, from $4,- 
739,000,000 a year ago. Tax re- 
ceipts rose also, to $3,316,000,000 
last month from $2,571,000,000 a 
year ago. But that was not enough 
of an increase to offset fully the 
jump in spending. 

As a result, the Federal debt— 
already more than is owed by all 
United States citizens and corpo- 
rations combined—rose to $263,- 
100,000,000 on July 31. A year ago 
it was only $255,700,000,000. 

Sharply rising outlays for de- 
fense accounted for most of the 
jump in spending from last year.

U.S. NAVY PLANE 
BEATS OFF TWO 
MIG JET FIGHTERS 


Two of Crew Killed, Two 
Others Wounded — 
Craft Returns to Base 
in Korea.

' WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP)— 
The Navy reported today that one 
of its patrol planes fought off two 
Russian-built MIG jet fighters 
over the Yellow Sea last Thurs- 
day and returned to its base in 
Korea, Two of its crew were 
killed and two were wounded in 
the fight. 

The Navy said the plane, a 
Martin Mariner, was on routine 
patrol over the sea area west of 
Korea when it was attacked by 
two “Chinese Communist MIG- 
15” fighters. 

In a running fight, the Ameri- 
can plane, a 200-mile-an-hour fly- 
ing boat, was damaged but was 
able to limp to the west coast of 
Korea where it received spot re- 
pairs before proceeding to Iwa- 
kuni in Japan. 

The Navy issued its statement 


American plane had been shot 
down off the Siberian coast by 
the Russians. The statement was 
in response to reporters’ ques- 
tions. 

The Navy said the two crewmen 
killed were: 

Aviation Machinist Mate H. G. 
Goodroad, Jamestown, N.D., and 
Aviation Electronics Man Claude

The two wounded:

The attack took place about 50 
miles from Dairen, Manchuria, 
and about 100 miles from the 
Korean coast. Dairen is consid- 
ered a Russiap-controlled treaty 
port, but it was emphasized that 
the attacking planes were identi- 
fied as Chinese.

The busses themselves burned 
almost to rubbish. Burned, shoes, 
parts of purses and their scorched 
contents, luggage tags and other

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (UP)— 
The Navy, which has used thou- 
sands of gallons of bright -yellow 


paint on lifeboats and liferafts to 
make them easy to spot from the 
air, now finds it would have been 
better to use scarlet. 

An official announcement trom 
the Navy Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery said experiments. have 
knocked down the belief that 
bright, chrome yellow is most 
conspicuous against the sea. Tests 
established that a light, bright 
scarlet can be seen at a greater 
distance than any shade of yellow. 
The Navy explained that lives 
depend on the speed with which 
rescuers spot and pick up sur- 
vivors end “it is not unusual for 
a searching party to spot a 
downed aviator or shipwreck vic- 
tim, only to lose him again in the 
confusion of white. caps, rough 
water and reflections of the sun.”

NORTHERN EUROPE AIR CHIEF 


SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, 
ALLIED POWERS IN EUROPE, 
Aug. 4 (AP)—Maj. Gen. Warren 
'R. Carter of the United States 
Air Force today was named com- 
mander of Allied air forces in 
northern Europe.

FIRE BOMB STILL TOP THREAT, 
REICH INDUSTRY -GROUP SAYS 


COLOGNE, Germany, Aug. 4 
(AP)—Even in the atomic age, in- 
cendiary bombs are still the 
greatest threat to industrial cen- 
ters, the Federation of West Ger- 
man Industries declared today. 

“War experiences oblige indus- 
try to build perfect air raid bunk- 
ers as safe as possible and de- 
signed to offer longtime or per- 
manent shelter,” the federation 
said in a widely distributed re-

The British announced 
yesterday the imposition of a 
blockade at the vehicle entrance 
to the building, insisting that Rus- 
siahs driving in and out of the

TOKYO, Aug. 4 (UP)—Yoshi- 
michi Watabe, a Communist mem- 
ber. of the Japanese Diet, was 
arrésted today on a charge of 
making “slanderous” remarks 
about the Allied occupation last 
Aug. 31. 

Police took Watabe in custody 
as the result of a speéch he made 
at Omiya. A warrant for his 
arrést at that time was denied 
because’ he -had parliamentary 
immunity. When the Diet ad- 
joufned recently, the Urawa dis- 
trict court ‘issued a warrant. 

The Allied occupation came to 
an end this year with signing of 
the Japanese peace treaty.

BONN, Aug. 4:(AP}—Walter J. 
Donnelly, in his first news con- 
ference as United States high 
commissioner here, today rejected 
an allegation by his Soviet coun- 
terpart, Gen. Vassily Chuikov, 
that‘the Western powers had vio- 
lated a four-power agreement by 
interfering wi trade between 
West and East Germany. 

The United States, Britain and 
France are to draft a formal re- 
ply this week to Chuikov’s note, 
which the Russians published last 
Friday. 

“There was bad timing by the 
Soviets of this note,” Donnelly 
said. “It was received the same 


day when a new East-West Ger- 


man trade agreement was an- 
nounced. However, we cannot 
and will not *permit strategic 
materials to be sent from here 
to the region which threatens our 
freedom.” 

Donnelly brushed aside threats 
by some members of the West 
German Parliament that they 
would vote against ratification of 
the treaties with the West unless 
the Western Allies freed more 
German war criminals. 

He indicated the United States 
would not yield to such pressure. 
He said his predecessor, John J. 
McCloy, had “gone into every 
case where the high commission 
has jurisdiction and exercised 
clemency wherever possible.”

DOOM CITY CENTERS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (UP)— 
New York Park Commissioner 
Robert Moses said today that big 


cities, including his own, have a 
bright future despite their still- 
unsolved problem of traffic 
strangulation. 

In a copyrighted interview with 
the weekly magazine U.S. News & 
World Report, Moses scoffed at 
the idea that New York, Chicago 
and other metropolitan centers 
face slow economic death as busi- 
ness and population move to the 
suburbs. 

Moses said just as many people 
are moving into big cities as are 
moving out. He said the future 
of downtown real estate would be 
even brighter if Congress would 
stop hedging federal slum-clear- 
ance programs with “microscopic 
rules and regulations” and en- 
courage private capital to go 
ahead with major rebuilding 
projects. 

Moses said expressways are 
helping to relieve traffic conges- 
tion in a number of big cities, 
but “lack of off-street parking is 
still the big failure.” No city will 
ever get enough parking garages 
and parking fields if it expects 
them to pay their pwn way, he 
said. He urged a “bold” program 
of subsidizing such off-street fa- 
cilities with the revenues from 
street parking meters.

Qavam, who was forced 
out of the premiership two weeks 
ago by wildly demonstrating Mos- 
Sadegh followers. 

The lawmakers passed the con- 
fiscation bill without trouble on 
its first of three readings.. On 
the second reading, however, only 
three of 26 Senators present stood 
up to signify approval. 

The bill then was sent to a 
Senate commission for possible 
revision. It probably will be 
brought up when the Senate : 1eets 


again. 

The legislation calls for Qavam’s 
fortune—estimated by some law- 
makers at 500,000,000 rials (about 
$16,000,000)—to be divided among 
the survivors of persons Filled in 
the street fighting which resulted 
in his overthrow. More than 20 
police and soldiers were reported 
killed in the clashes. 

Five million rials (about $160,- 
000) would be set aside for 
Qavam’s wife and 10-year-old son. 


Speculation on Whereabouts. 

Qavam’s whereabouts have been 
undetermined since Mossadegh 
swept to power July 21. The in- 
dependent: weekly Donya specu- 
lated today the missing politician 
actually is hiding in the home of 
a Senator in Tehran and the gov- 
ernment knows it but is unwilling 
to violate the Senator’s immunity 
by entering his house. 

The paper said, however, that 
Mossadegh had pledged to arrest 
Qavam as soon as the upper 
chamber passes the bill granting 
him full government powers. One 
rumor is that Qavam already has 
fled the country 

The bill ro ‘give Mossadegh 

power to rule by decree -won 
quick approval yesterday~in the 
lower house of Parliament (the 
Majlis). All but one or two of 
the 68 deputies present rose to 
affirm the far-reaching measure 
when it came up for a standing 
vote on its third and final reading. 
Final Senate approval appeared 
almost certain. Then the aged 
Premier will have a free hand to 
govern by decree. Though the 
bill gives Mossadegh unlimited 
power over nearly every phase of 
Iranian life for the next six 
months, his actions come up for 
parliamentary review at the end 
of the period. 
Mossadegh has said his reform 
program will include sweeping 
new taxes, banking controls, work 
projects and resumption. of oil 
production. A possible military 
cutdown also is in the offing. 

Americans Assailed Again. 

In yesterday’s debate, Majlis 
deputies loudly demanded anew 
the ouster of American military 
and technical aid mission in Iran. 
One deputy, Moatamed Dama- 
vandi, charged that United States 
officers here to supervise the 
American military aid program 
only provided propaganda for the 
Ynited, States and an excuse for’ 
retaliation against Iran by Russia. 
He shouted for the Americans to 
be expelled. 

Damavandi complained that the 
United States Point IV program 
of technical aid for agriculture 
had not brought in the millions 
which were promised. 

The Premier’s son, Dr. Gholam 
Hussein Mossadegh, was reported 
to have called off plans to visit 
the United States soon as a guest 
of the State Department. No rea- 
son was given for his change of 
plans.

TORONTO, Ontario, Aug. 4 
(AP)—The International Commit- 
tee of the Red Cross, target of 
persistent ‘Communist attacks, 
lashed back today. 

‘A 9000-word report written for 
today’s sessions of the Eighteenth 
International Red Cross confer-

Second Phase of Strategy Is to Do Every- 


Extremists in Effort to Unite Rest of 
Party Firmly Behind General. 


Appease Right Wing

WASHINGTON. 


GREAT many voters, perhaps enough to determine the out- 
come of the election, are anxiously awaiting the answer to a 
simple question: What is Gen, Eisenhower going to do about | 


Senator Joseph R, McCarthy? 
‘Eisenhower and his chief ad- 

visers, according to Republican 

leaders close to the Eisenhower 


- high command, have now agreed 


on at least a tentative answer. 
The Eisenhower plan for deal- 
ing with McCarthy and McCarthy- 
ism = with a major speech 
early in the campaign. In this 
speech, Eisenhower will warn 
solemnly of the dangers of inter- 
nal subversion and Communist in- 
filtration into the Government, 
but at the same time he will also 
voice an equally solemn warning 
of the dangers of indiscriminate 


-hate-mongering and character as- 


sassination, 

He will not mention McCarthy 
by name, but his meaning will be 
clear enough. 

It will become clearer as time 
goes on, in that Eisenhower does 
not intend, according to this pres- 
ent plan, to appear at all in Mc- 
Carthy’s Wisconsin. Eisenhower 
also at present does not plan to 
appear in Indiana, where Senator 
William Jenner is running for 
re-election. 

The reason Jenner, among &ev- 
eral other cut-rate McCarthys, has 
also been chosen to receive the 
silent treatment from Eisenhower, 
is rather obvious. McCarthy as 
much as said that Gen. George 
Marshall is a traitor, while Jen- 
ner has said it outright, calling 
Marshall “a living lie” and “a 
front man for traitors.” Marshall 
is, of course, deeply admired and 
respected by Eisenhower, who 
perhaps owes more to Marshall 
than to any other man. 

The silent treatment for Mc- 
Carthy and Jenner is only the 
first part of this plan, however. 

The second part is to do every- 
thing possible, from personal ap- 
peal to public indorsement, to ap- 
pease the extreme right wing of 
the party. Thus Senator Everett 
Dirksen, the protege of Chicago's 
Col. Robert R. McCormick, has 
been invited to take his place in 
the inner Eisenhower circle. 

Dirksen. bitterly attacked Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey and, by im- 
the whole moderate 
wing of the Republican party at 
the recent convention. He used 
an unpleasant mixture of McCar- 
thyism and phony evangelism in 
his election campaign, in 1950. 

Wisconsin’s powerful Tom 
Coleman, a chief McCarthy back- 
er, is also to be appeased. Wayne 
J. Hood, a Coleman aid, anda 
McCarthy man, has been made 
executive director of the Repub- 
lican National Committee. 

Meanwhile, the vice presiden- 


dial nominee, Senator Richard 
Nixon, has been given the special 
assignment of binding up the 
wounds inflicted on the right 
wing of the party at the conven- 
tion. Nixon set to with a will at 
the recent convention in Senator 
Taft’s Ohio, distributing hand-. 
some compliments wholesale to. 
the Taftites present. Taft him- 
self has agreed to take a major 
part in the campaign, making a 
number of important speeches. 

In short, the intention is to try. 
to isolate McCarthy and Jenner 
only and to unite the rest of the | 
\partly firmly behind Eisenhower. 

It remains to be seen whether 
the plan will work. The Eisen- 
hower managers are certainly 
wise to avoid the mistake made 
by Wendell Willkie, who conspicu- 
ously snubbed the regular lead- 
ers and leaned heavily on his 
amateur admirers, undoubtedly 
losing hundreds of thousands of 
votes in the process. 

Certainly, if Eisenhower is to 
win, the regular organization 
workers, most of whom, were Taft 
men before the convention, must 
be persuaded to work hard and 
enthusiastically for Eisenhower. 
The trouble is that, despite the 
surface show of amity, many of 
these people are still bitter about 
what happened in a Any 
deviation by Eisenhower from the 
true faith of “anti-me-too” Re- 
publicanism will increase this bit- 
terness. 

Senator McCarthy, especially 
since he was invited by the Taft 
managers to address the Republi- 
can rally in Chicago, has been 
accepted by this faction as a high 
priest of the true faith.

Van Heuven Goedhart said in a 
statement issued from his office 
in Geneva. “The programs that 
will be financed by the Ford 
Foundation grant and the invalu- 
able experience that will be 
gained through them may point 
the way to a complete solution 
of these problems. It is hoped 
that- governments and private 
voluntary agencies everywhere 
will be stimulated to comparable 
actions by this new and direct 
approach.” 

Voluntary agencies “which have 
long experience of co-operation 
with international bodies working 
for refugees and have a deep 
knowledge of the basic problems 
of refugees in Europe” will be 
closely associated with the high 
commissioner in making plans, 
and “will be entrusted with the 
responsibility of carrying out the 
programs,” Dr. Van Heuven Goed- 
hart said.

And it is in the Democratie primary that the 
Callanan-Shenker-Hogan machine has set out to 
extend its power by trying to defeat Phil M. 
Donnelly for Governor, Michael Kinney for State 
Senator in the Fifth district, and Edward L. 
Dowd for Circuit Attorney. 

Post-Dispatch readers have been given full in- 
formation on all the candidates in both parties 
in the special political sectidn published Sunday, 
July 27. We have discussed the major contests 
in the editorial. columns and given our own 
views as to how the cause of clean, independent 
government can best be served at this election. 
Here is a brief summary of this newspaper’s 
position on an all-important primary: 


UNITED STATES SENATOR. 

On the Republican side, Senator James P. 
Kem. of Kansas City is virtually assured of 
renomination. On the Democratic ballot, we 
believe Stuart Symington of St. Louis county 
is far and away the best man to challenge Kem 
in November, Having served as Secretary of 
the Air Force, chairman of the National Security 
Resources Board and clednup administrator of 
the RFC, Mr. Symington has an intimate knowl- 
edge of national affairs which qualifies him far 
above his opponents for a seat in the Senate. 


GOVERNOR. | 

Of the five Republican candidates, our prefer- 
ence goes to Howard Elliott of St. Louis county. 
Minority leader and former speaker of the State 
House of Representatives, Mr. Elliott has had 
a thorough traihing in state government. He 
played a major role in Gov. Stark’s battle to 
take the Kansas City Police Board out of poli- 
tics and in the fight against the attempted gov- 
ernorship steal of 1940. He has led the move- 
ment to open the doors of the University of 
Missouri to all Missouri students regardless of 
race. 

The Democratic candidate whose - nomination 
we regard as of first importance is Phil M. 
Donnelly of Lebanon. He should be nominated 


for two reasons: First, because his experience as _ 


Governor from 1944 to 1948, and his record of 
ability and integrity in office, eminently qualify 
him for the post; and second, because he is in- 
dependent of any political ties that would em- 


‘barrass him in keeping politics out of the St. 


Louis Police Board and the Board of Election 
Commissioners. The Callanan machine’s drive 
for power is concentrated upon its effort to 
defeat Mr. Donnelly. It must be turned: back. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL. 

On the Republican ticket, Richard M. Webster 
of Carthage is unopposed. Of the four Demo- 
cratic candidates, we believe John M. Dalton of 
Kennett to be the best qualified for this im- 
portant state legal office. Mr. Dalton has served 
well as attorney for rural electric co-operatives 
and a member of the University of Missouri 
Board of Visitors. 


STATE SENATOR. 

Most of the St. Louis members of the Legis- 
lature are unopposed for renomination, and we 
shall have mure to say about them before the 
general election. None of the primary contests 
equals in importance that on the Democratic 
ballot in the Fifth senatorial district. There 
Senator Michael J. Kinney faces an all-out 
fight against him by the Callanan machine. A 
member of the Legislature since 1913 with a 
record of able service to the city and state, he 
should be returned to the position of legislative 
leadership he has used so well. 


CIRCUIT ATTORNEY. 

Here is another office which the Callanan 
machine desperately seeks to control. We be- 
lieve Edward L. Dowd should be nominated on 
the Democratic ballot. Capably and with con- 
spicuous integrity, he ran the circuit attorney’s 
office durimg the long illness of the late James 
W. Griffin. When Gov. Smith came to appoint 
a successor, Mr. Dowd was passed over for the 
Callanan machine’s candidate, then demoted, 
then reduced in pay. For efficient and nonparti- 
san law enforcement, St. Louis needs him as 
circuit attorney. 

SHERIFF. 

Opponents of the Callanan-Shenker-Hogan 
machine should vote, we believe, for Martin L. 
Tozer on the Democratic ticket against Sheriff 
Thomas L. Callanan, seeking renomination.

Eliminate the Parking Meters? 

Are parking meters a nuisance? Should &t. 
Louis do away with them? “Some South St. 
Louis business groups seem to think so. They 
have obtained 25,000 signatures on petitions 
calling for a popular vote in November on elimi- 
nation of the meters. 


We agree that there may be questions as to 
whether the city’s 7000 meters have all been 
judiciously spotted. But is that reason enough 
to eliminate them entirely? We do not think so. 
They represent one phase of the attack on the 
parking blight, a disease that threatens to choke 
St. Louis, The meters have made the same 
parking space available to more than one mo- 
torist and have helped cut down double-parking 
on some of the city’s main arteries. And the 
revenue thus produced hardly can be over- 
looked by a hard-pressed city. 


The parking meter ordinance might well be 
amended to meet some of the objections of the 
South Side group, but it ought not to be re- 
pealed. We think. too, that the merchants might 
have done more for St. Louis had they worked 
as hard obtaining petitions for the proposed 
metrapolitan+sewer district. This is a far more 
important area of civic improvement, but it may 
well die for lack of signatures. 
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Flop in Berlin 

Did something go wrong with the Communists’ 
plans for their mass demonstration in Berlin on 
Sunday? Where thousands were expected along 
the streets dividing the Russian sector from the 
districts under Allied control, only hundreds 
showed up. And even the few hundreds of 
young Reds who did turn out were relatively 
undemonstrative. 

Maybe the Russian authorities in Berlin. now 
will say that everything was as it was meant to 
be, but that will hardly jibe with their prelimi- 
nary announcements and preparations. Can it 
be that East German youths are less eager than

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High and Rigid, or Flexible? 


One of the subjects demanding clarification 


in the presidential campaign is the fufure of, 


farm price supports. 

The Democratic platform promises to continue 
mandatory price support of basic farm com- 
modities “at not less than 90 per cent. of 
parity.” It applauds Congress for recently set- 
ting aside the sliding scale principle until 1954. 
But, it does not specifically say whether, as a 
matter of permanent farm policy, the Democrats 
favor high and rigid, or flexible, price supports. 

The Republican platform is even more cagey. 
While it favors “a farm program aimed at full 
parity prices” it does not mention any specific 
level of support. Prices should be supported, 
it-merely says, at that level which is “necessary 
to maintain a balanced production.” 

Both parties need to spell out their positions 
in more detail, and not only farmers but con- 
sumers should be listening when they do. The 
principle of high and rigid price support was 
introduced during the war, when all other 
considerations had to be subordinated to that 
of insuring the highest possible volume of 
production. It has been successively continued 
on an emergency basis ever since. Before it 
becomes embedded in permanent peacetime 
farm policy the whole question should be 
thoroughly discussed. 

In writing the principle of flexible supports 
into the Agricultural Act of 1949, Congress took 
account. of the fact that there may be times 
wher the nation will not want to encourage 
maximum production of certain crops. There- 
fore it provided that the level of price support 
should move up or down, within limits, in re- 
lation to the supply situation. Price supports, in 
other words, were conceived as a measure to 
prevent catastrophic declines in farm prices, 
but not as a means of guaranteeing a certain 
fixed level of prices. 

Do the Democrats mean to reverse this 
philosophy and eontinue indefinitely a wartime 
emergency type of price support? And just 
what do the Republicans stand for? We hope 
the campaign will clarify the position of both. 
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Gov. Smith’s Géod Advice 


Nobody would say that Gov. Smith does not 
know politics or the value of a ballot. He has 
been on the receiving end of many an election. 
So his advice to Missourians to vote in Tuesday's 
primary has a lot of experience behind it. 

Gov. Smith is not running for office now, and 
he does not tell citizens how to vote. He simply 
says, “Go to the polls and vote.” And he says 
why. “Failure of citizens to vote can easily 
result in the election of incompetent officials 
and poor administration.” 

This is especially true of a primary. It is here 
that political bosses construct their machines, 
counting on the apathy of citizens. So in urg- 
ing people to go to the polls, Gov. Smith knows 
what he is talking about, 
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Traffic Note 

One of the more arresting bits of incidental 
intelligence that has come our way recently is 
the report that there now are more automobiles 
and trucks in New York State than its highway 
system can accommodate. Motor Vehicle Com- 
missioner James R. MacDuff says that if all of 
them. were lined up bumper to bumper, they 
would stretch 14,676 miles. And there are only 
13,757 miles of road in New York. 

The prospect is appalling. Actually, we are 
afraid to check up on Pennsylvania, New Jer- 
sey. and the adjoining New England states to 
find out if they have any space to accommodate 
the overflow. If they do, it cannot be so very 
much. And it is not likely to be available much 
longer unless war or some other emergency— 
hard to visualize at the moment—stops the 
production of new cars which must now be going 
on at a rate considerably in excess of that at 
which old ones are being wrecked and junked. 

Of course, the situation is not utterly hopeless 
so long as a goodly proportion of the vehicles is 
kept in garages and driveways or lined up along 
loading platforms. But sure as fate there will 
come a day on which every trucker will be load- 


ed to capacity with rush deliyeries to Utica, 


Troy, Schenectady and Buffalo, and every motor- 
ist will be headed for Bear Mountain, the Cats- 
kills, Saranac or the Finger Lakes. And all that 
day the dealers will be selling more cars and 
the Motor Vehicle Commissioner will be issuing 
more drivers’ licenses. - 

We dread to look beyond that: traffic jam. But 
the process of automotive proliferation is almost 
sure to go on like that of cancer cells or rabbits 
in Australia. Anybody who wants to worry 
about what flying saucers and the little men 
from Mars are bringing to this world may do so.

Only the people of his own district can 
vote for him but the whole State can be 
concerned with the outcome of his pri- 
mary campaign. It is headlined both by 
the stature of Mike 
Kinney and the omi- 
nous character of the 
crowd that has gone 
all out to beat him. 


Here again you see 
the hand of the 
grasping St. Louis 
machine headed by 
Shemff Thomas F. 
Callanan. Its drive 
to roll Kinney ¢tart- 
ed with an atrocious 
gerrymander of the 
St. Louis senatorial districts to deprive 
Kinney of a large share of his estab- 
lished support. Now Callanan is concen- 
trating on the distorted district to replace 
Kinney with one of his own faithful fol- 
lowers. 


Senator Kinney 


To anyone who has followed the State 
Senate proceedings, the reasons are ob- 
vious. Callanan has succeeded in electing 


some of the worst Senators in state ex- 
perience, but Aisually they find their game 
blocked by the sturdy, white-haired figure 
of Mike Kinney. Callanan is driving hard 
to gain state power with a governor (Phil 
Welch). He doesn’t want Kinney around to 
block appointments and pet bills. 


In the last session, the Callanan crowd 
put on a desperate fight to beat the anti- 
crime bills. Particularly, it fought the bill 
that permitted seizure of all types of 
commercial gambling equipment. Kinney 
helped pass the bill over their protests. 


Back in 1940 the St. Louis Democratic 
leaders headed the fight to steal a gover- 
nor. That was the “contest” to block Gov. 
Forrest Donnell and seat the St. Louis 
Democrat, Lawrence McDaniel. The ruling 
powers of that time were friendly to 
Kinney but he broke with them to oppose 
the steal. 


Kinney is the master strategist of the 
Senate; a practical politician, not a re- 
former. But he adheres to very definite 
standards of right and wrong. For that, 
the Callanan machine is out to get him. 


The whole State has to reckon with this 
crowd. In St. Louis it is trying to deprive 
the State of a fine Senator. In the state- 
wide campaign it is trying to seize much 
greater power.

In an act of wise statesmanship en- ’ 


hanced by ‘its promptness the Senate in- 
dorsed by an owerwhelming bipartisan 
majority the gew network of pacts de- 
signed to initiate an era of European co- 
operation and to fortify American security. 

The two key décuments this approved 
are the “peace contract” with Germany, 
which ends the occupation regime and re- 
stores virtually complete German sover- 
eignty, and an amendment to the North 
Atlantic Treaty extending its guarantees 
to that country. 

A third pact, establishing a European 
Defense Community of six nations with a 
single army containing substantial Ger- 
man contingents, requires no American 
action, but is the cornerstone of the new 


* system and figured as such in the Senate's 


consideration of the foo anes which 
came before it. 

Credit for the Senate’s action: goes. to 
both Senator Connally, the Democratic 
chairman of its Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, and to Senator Wiley, who is step- 
ping into the late Senator Vandenberg’s 
shoes as an effective Republican exponent 
of a bipartisan foreign policy. / 


Mr. Connally rightly pointed out the 
historic importance of the fact. that six 
nations which had fought one another 
through the centuries have now pooled 
their military strength for their common 
defense and ours, and Senator Wiley made 
a successful appeal for a “resounding bi- 
partisan approval” to demonstrate to the 
world that Americans are united on this 
issue, 


In voting approval the Senate made one 
minor concession to an incipient opposi- 
tion by specifying that its action does not 
inerease the President’s powers to send 
more troops to Europe. But that specifi- 
cation cannot affect either the present 
legal situation, which is a domestic matter, 
or the impact of the fact that the United 
States has been the first to ratify the new 
treaties. 


By doing so we have served notice that 
we shall not be deflected from our present 
policies by any Soviet maneuvers. We 
have also set an example for the European 
governments ihvolved, which must now 
bear responsibility for the further course 
of events.

Mary Borden (American-born wife of Sir 
Edward Louis Spears) treats these ques- 
tions with force and insight in her new 
novel which tells the story of f# man with 
Christ-like qualities and Christ’s ideals, 
who lived those ideals completely. 


This is the story of Martin Merriedew, 
the son of a country doctor in a small vil- 
lage in England, who even at an early age 
evinced degrees of depth, brilliance, and 
compassion that were extraordinary in a 
child. He was a sensitive and solitary boy, 
and his only friends were the two children 
of the Earl of Greymouth, who in spite of 
the class differences between them were 
fascinated by him, and the younger of 
Greymouth’s children, Francis, adored 

him. Barbara, the 
elder, relates the 
story. Of Martin as 
a child she says 
“ . . . I wanted ‘him 
to ‘think well of me, 
he was a glorious 
boy, but he wasn't 
mee the sort of person 
= you could be com- 
fortably fond of, he 
was too independent 
and expected too 
much. Eventually 
you either gave in to 
him and loved him 
blindly, or came to 
hate him; it was the 
same with almost everyone who knew 
him.” 

Martin seemed to have a gift for heal- 
ing, and he won a scholarship to study 
medicine. As a doctor he displayed phe- 
nomenal ability, understanding, and self- 
lessness. His cures were pronounced re- 
markable by some, and avowed as sorcery 
by many. He was obsessed with an ideal- 
ism of the most extreme order, and his 
ideal was to live “the good life,” a life 
devoted completely to the service of his 
fellow men. His adoring followers were 
numerous at first, but few could sustain 
the rigors he imposed upon them and him- 
self. He made demands of severe austerity 
that could not be met by normal men who 
had homes, families and responsibilities. 


To live his ideal Martin felt compelled 
to renounce every ‘possession—his home, 
family, friends and all personal property. 
He was denounced for abandoning his fam- 
ily, accused of forming a fanatical and 
dangerous cult, and ostracized for any 
number of alleged vagaries and moral 
transgressions. At the outbreak of World 
War II he became a conscientious objec- 
tor, but volunteered his services to the 
Red Cross. He was sent to France where 
his over-zealous concern for German 
wounded led to his indictment for high 
treason. 

This book is a compelling drama from 
beginning to end. It is one of protracted 
conflict: emotional, intellectual and spirit- 
ual. The theme is the ageless one of the 
relationship of the genius to the common 
man, the story of a man whose ethical 
principles contested and transcended his 
national allegiance. Mary Borden handles 
her theme adroitly in a style which is di- 
rect and sure.

There is no question, however, : 
that the publicity had certain 
other results. It seems to have 
averted any 1952 Dixiecrat move- 
ment by concentrating the aim of 
the dissenters about Gen. Eisen- 
hower, and then it checked the 
planned maneuver to have him 
placed on the regular Democratic 
ballot. : 

He must run as a Republican 
or an independent, not as a Dem- 
ocrat.

Jobs Are at Stake. 


It appears likely that very few 
outstanding Southern leaders will 
bolt the Democratic party this 
year, although Gen. Eisenhower 
may get a considerable vote in 
the South. Conducive to a big 
vote are his personal popularity 
and his lack of identity as a dyed- 
in-the-wool Republican in the 
usual sense. 

Militating against any wide- 
spread bolt of regular party lead- 
ers in the South this year are 
two factors.

Secretary Says Defense 
Spending Can Be Cut Aft- 
er Present Build-Up Ends. 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 4 (UP)— 
Secretary of the Navy Dan A. 
Kimball predicted today that de- 
fense spending can be trimmed 
“to a figure we can live with in 
relative comfort” at the end of 
the present defense build-up un- 
less world conditions become 
worse. 

Kimball, in a keynote address 
to the fifty-third national en- 
campment of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, urged the veterans 
group to support legislation 
aimed at strengthening the armed 
forces. 

“You must help our people to 
think their way clearly through 
the: maze of obstructions created 
by those who advocate that this 
country become an international 
ostrich by hiding its head in the 
sand to avoid looking at the real- 
ities which are all around us,” he 
told the veterans. 

Kimball called particularly for 
greater naval power, which, he 
said, is vital “if we are going to 
be able to promise, with any hope 
of fulfillment, to preserve the 
integrity of people under the 
guns of Soviet-inspired aggres- 
nT RE ag 

He said Congress granted the 
Navy authority “by a very narrow 
margin” to construct a second 
Forrestal class carrier recently, 
but he added that two of the 
mighty carriers were not suffi- 
cient. 

“We are going to ask the Con- 
gress for more of them,” he said. 
“We hope they see it our way. I 
think we ought to have at least 

. three, and probably four, of these 
earriers under construction at 
this very moment.” 

“Strong naval forces are the 
cheapest form of national secur- 
ity insurance,” he said. 

The V.F.W. will hear an ad- 
dress tomorrow night by Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. It will be 
Eisenhower's first speech since 
the Republican national conven- 
tion selected him its presidential 
nominee.

Particularly each community 
should know ahead of time, the 
specific uses it’s going to make of 
its hospitals and other medical 
facilities, “just in case.”

LONDON, Aug. 4 (AP)—Amer- 
ica’s Olympic track and field 
champions swept to victory of 
the British Empire today in 
annual international meet held 
before 50,000 persons in‘ the rain 
at White City Stadium. 

Victories in the one-mile med- 
ley relay, pole vault, shot put, 
broad jump and discus clinched 
the team title. 

The powerful American team 
piled up an 11-5 point edge to 
maintain its record of never los- 
ing in the competition that dates 
back to 1920, 

Despite the steady rain that is 
made the track heavy, Olympic |m 
Champion Charlie Moore of Cor- 
nell equalled the world record 
of 51.9 seconds in the 440-yard 
hurdles. 

World marks also were bettered 
in the rarely run two-mile relay 
where the Americans whizzed 
home in 7:29.2 with Bill Ashen- 
felter, Reggie Pearman, John 
Bares and Mal Whitfield whipped 
the British by 45 yards. 

World records were broken in 
the women’s 440-yard and 880- 
yard relays.

Yester- 
day the Helsinki office of Tass, 
the official Russian News Agency, 
said no team tabulation was be- 
ing kept. 

Romanov’s statement, issued to 
the Finnish press, read in part: 

“We are proud that we have 
won first place in the Olympic 
Games in that we accumulated 
494 points. There is no doubt that 
the Soviet Russian sportsmen 
would have accumulated a much 
higher point total if in all sports 
events there had been objective 
judging.

That Word “Retail” 


O “retail” would mean to 
- sell at retail, as Shakespeare 
employed it, “He is wit’s ped- 
dler, and retails his wares, at 
wakes and wassails”’: but the term 
is more familiar today as an ad- 
jective, as in “the retail store.” 
Actually we have “retail” from 
the French “retailler,” meaning to 
cut up.

Hints on Hay Fever

about Aug. 15. Here are some things you can do to lessen 

your suffering during the hay fever season: 

1, Rest more—fatigue increases symptoms. 

2. Keep cool whenever possible—hard play by children or 
heavy, sweating work by grownups increases severity of symp- 
toms. 

3. Do not swim—water, especially chlorinated pool water 
or dirty beach water, irritates the nose and eye membranes, 
making them more responsive to pollen irritation. 


4. Avoid dusty, smoky or damp places for the same reason. 
Damp air is harder to breath if your breathing passages are 
stopped up. 

5. Stay out of the country, if possible, where heavy con- 
centrations of pollen occur, making your suffering worse. 

‘This is especially important if you haven't been desensitized 
to the pollen by shots, because asthma is more likely to:de- 
velop when your reactive breathing membranes are exposed 
to large amounts of pollen.

AIR-CONDITIONING OFTEN helps a lot, if you can af- 
ford it. Room air-conditioners contain filters that are at least 
partly effective for screening out pollen. Cool, filtered air 
‘may give immense relief to those who can find it in no other 
Way. 

inet many large air-conditioning installations in 
restaurants and theaters. do not filter the air, some do. You 
can find out by trial and error the theaters having filtered 
air-conditioning. 

Most hay fever sufferers have already learned that the 
antihistamine pills or capsules they took one year with relief 
didn’t work the next year. Antihistamines are a much more 
successful treatment if you have already been desensitized 
to the pollen which irritates you. 

It’s too late this year to become immune to pollen through 
shots if you haven’t already done so. You ought to give it real 
consideration for next year.

HAY FEVER IS an allergic reaction to pollen from grasses, 
trees, ragweed or other plants. The bodies of hay fever vic- 
tims have a peculiar sensitivity to one or more kinds of pollen. 
When your doctor has discovered which pollens are the vil- 
lains, very dilute watery extracts of them are injected weekly 
for months. This takes the sting out of the pollen for you— 
makes your body less sensitive. Rarely do these series of shots 
provide complete immunity from hay fever symptoms. 


The shots do have two advantages. First, your symptoms 
are milder and can be easily controlled with does of antihista- 
mines—doses small enough to avoid drowsiness and other side 
effects. Second, desensitization to pollen protects you against 
developing asthma eventually, as some hay fever victims do 
who depend upon antihistamines and other symptomatic treat- 
ment alone. eae 

The series of pollen extract shots must be finished before 
your hay fever season begins for it to give you any protection. 

No single treatment offers the complete answer to hay

secret mission of scientists was 
dispatched to the Continent to 
find out why. me 

The mission, code-named “Al- 
sos,” had unearthed no atomic 
secrets by September 1944, when 
one of its men advanced under 


fire onto a Rhine bridge in Hol- 


land and filled a few bottles with 
water from the river. Dr. Samuel 
A. Goudsmit, the distinguished 
American physicist who headed 
Alsos, figured that if the Ger- 
mans had a huge atomic project, 
they could be using the river or 
its tributaries to cool their urani- 
um pile. 

The bottles were shipped to 
Washington to be tested for sus- 
picious radioactivity. A major on 
the doctor’s staff,-as a joke, sent 
along a bottle of French wine to 
his Washington buddies, asking 
0H they test it for “activity,” 
00. 

Back bounced a top secret ra- 
diogram. The water was negative, 
but the wine wasn’t! Washington 
wanted more immediately, not 
realizing that French mountain 
streams in the regions where wine 
was grown often showed some 
radioactivity. Dr. Goudsmit tried 
hard to stop the idea, but a physi- 
cist was ordered dispatched on a 
10-day hunt for radioactive wine. 
It was a profitable trip, but it 
yielded no secrets. 

Finally, in November, Alsos 
men found papers of nuclear 
physicists at the University of 
Strasbourg indicating that the 
Germans had not everr succeeded 
in producing an atomic chain re- 
action and might,'at the rate they 
were going, never make a bomb 
in any reasonable time. Gossipy 
memos revealed that the Germans 
had not yet separated the stra- 
tegic Uranium 235. They had not 
heard.of plutonium. But a pre- 
war friend of Dr. Goudsmit’s, 
Werner Heisenberg, a Nobel Prize 
winner and Germany’s foremost 
atomic expert, was revealed to be 
braintrusting their A-bomb proj- 
ect. ' 

“We were especially interested 
in a copy of a letter to Heisen- 
berg, dated August 1944, about 
errors in computations which we 
disposed of in 1941,” Dr. Gousmit 
recalls. 

* * * 

N America, however, the doc- 

tor’s bosses were skeptical. ‘‘Are 

you sure the papers aren’t a 
plant?” they asked. Physical evi- 
dence was needed from’ the key 
German laboratories themselves. 
There still was no hint that when 
the whole story was in, the his- 
tory of German A-bomb research 
would have all the rich if slap- 
happy overtones of a Keystone 
cop comedy, 

The first secret uranium pile 
laboratory of the Nazis, sponsored 
by Wehrmacht ordnance, fell into 
our hands in a village in Thuer- 
ingen, It was in an old school- 
house. Large hunks of paraffin, 
an important tool in nuclear 
physics, were scattered outside. 
Inside, Alsos men found a pile of 
briquettes. The few small-fry 
German scientists who were still 
there tried to pass it off as coal. 
Actually, it was pressed uranium 
oxide, but the laboratories failed 
to impress Dr. Goudsmit. It

an impoverished university, not a 
Government atomic energy proj- 
ect. 

The next secret installation was 
found in a few rooms of a para- 
chute silk factory in the town of 
Celle. There, the Germans had 
tried to make pure uranium by a 
centrifuge method. Dr. Goudsmit 
figured that it might have taken 
them 100 years to get practical 
results that way.

Important scientists were seized, 
quantities of uranium and heavy 
water were excavated from hiding 
places and the key documents of 
the entire German uranium re- 
search effort were discovered 
sealed in a can which had been 
lowered into a cesspool at a phy- 
sicist’s home. 

Breaking into Heisenberg's of- 
fice, 
spotting a photograph. of the 
German genius together with @r. 
Goudsmit, taken in Michigan “in 
1939. Heisenberg himself, how- 
ever, had previously departed on 
a bicycle. 

The Hechingen discoveries bore 
out all previous anti-climactic con- 
clusions about German scientific 
efficiency, but this was before 
Hiroshima and Dr. Goudsmit arid 
his companions naturally couldn’t 
tell that to their captured German 
colleagues. The Germans figured 
they were being interrogated be- 
cause they knew more than the 
Americans and remained appro- 
priately stuckup. 

“If American colleagues wish to 
learn about the uranium problem, 
I shall be glad to show them the 
results of our research if they 
come to my laboratory.” So said 
the famous Heisenberg after he 
was finally located in Bavaria. 

When the first American bomb 
fell on Japan, Germany’s 10 top

Why didn’t Heisenberg & Co. 
make better progress? Dr. Goud- 
smit believes it was because their 
arrogance lulled them into a feel- 
ing of false security—they just 
couldn't conceive that someone 
else might crack a scientific nut 
that they couldn’t; because Hit- 
ler’s purge of many good scien- 
tists and their replacement with 
inept party hacks caused a lower- 
ing of research standards; and 
because the top men lacked vision 
and couldn’t establish good team- 
work between their task forces. 

What were the Germans doing 
from 1939 to 1945? 

In 1939, Dr. Goudsmit discov- 
ered, a Prof. Erich Schumann, 
whose only previously published 
works dealt with the vibrations 
of piano strings, started work on 
the uranium bomb for Army ord- 
nance at the Kummersdorf prov- 
ing grounds outside Berlin. Ger- 


many’s tep seientists knew noth- |: 


ing about it.. Prof. Schumann 
subsequently: lost interest in the 
project, tossed it to another bu- 
reau and rose to be personal ad- 
viser on scientific research to the 
Wehrmacht’s Chief of Staff, Field 
Marshal Wilhelm Keitel.

Let’s play the 
heart ace at the first trick, then 
cash two trumps, ending in dum- 
my, and lead the heart four from 
the board. Do you see what a 
baffling problem East has? For 
all he knows, his partner has the 
heart ten, and South might well 
have held a singleton in the suit. 
If Kast now goes up with the 
king, South may ruff and, return- 
ing to dummy, collect two heart 
tricks by dropping West's ten 
with the queen. 

It is true that East may divine 
the true situation and put in his 
king, but the chance is at least as 
good that he will duck dummy’s 
four-spot. Then South is in 
clover. His own ten wins; he 
leads 2 trump to dummy and pulls 
the heart queen (or nine) through 
East, establishing dummy’s fourth 
heart and fulfilling the contract.

Canada’s “crater lake,” of which 
I shall tell more tomorrow, may 
remind us of the famed Meteor 
Crater of Arizona, which has been 
known. for a long time.

The 
age of this big, dry hole has been 
estimated as between 20,000 and 
50,000 years. 

The scientific study of Meteor 
Crater started 61 years ago, and 
has gone on ever since.
